He proposed to as- 
sume the leadership of the disenthrallea organ- 
ization, and his destination was the United States 
Senate. He came wo Cincinnati, and, at a confer- 
ence held in the St. Nicholas Hotel, laid down his 
plans and forniulated bis ideas. An outline was 
written out at his request and sent to the New 
York Sun. This letier was immediately repub- 
lished in the Cincinnati Enquirer, and Valiandig- 
ham’s “new depariure’ was paptized. By ar- 
rangement he went into his County Convention at 
Dayton and had his new doctriny proclaimed in 
His new departure em- 

raced a full acceptance of all the results of the 
war by the Democratic party of Obio.and a complete 
acquiescence in all the amendments to ihe Consti- 
tition. He was at the head of this radical move- 
ment and in excellent spirits, when, a few 
months after launching it, be lost his life by acci- 
dent at Lebanon, Ohio.

A thin 
rsiick Of brown stuff is next used tor marking 1» 
the crows’ fect, the wriukles of the forchead, giv- 
ing the eyes asunken appearance, and making 
promipent the hard Hnes around the mouth that 
give that organ its determined aid reientiess 
character, A smail comb, rubbed into the stick 
of biack vaste, is used upon tue eye brows and 
eye lasiies. Then comes the most difficult task of 
ali, the mustacbe and beard. Mr. Irving does not 
use the old style of false beard; the one he wears 
cousists of curled wool or hair, blaék aud gray 
mixed, which is, by means ofa thick dressing of 
grease along the lower jaw and chin, stuck upon 
the face plecemeal until the whole beard ts affixed. 
The mustache is put on ib the same way. The 
dresser must accompYsh this portion of tne work, 
and it requires an experienced man when the 
beard is of the length wurn by Mr. Irving in Shy- 
lock. As soon as the performance is over the 
actor pulls the hair out by the haudful and lays 
it away in its box until it is Wanted ior use again. 
After the beard the partially bald gray wig is put 
ou and theu toliows the robing. he whole pro- 
cess takes about forty-five minutes, and nearly as 
mucli time is required to get the greage paiats off 
the face when washing-up.

Modest Pageantryof the Early Days of 
the Republic. 
T. W. Higginson in Harper's for February. 


Mrs. Washington’s receptions were re 
proached as “intro iuctory to the pageantr 
of courts,” but it was very modest pagean 
ry. Nothing could have been less festive or 
more harmiess than the hospitality of the 
Presidential abode. An English manu- 
facturer, who was invited there to break- 
fast, reports a meal of admirable simplicit 
—tea, coffee, siiced tongue, dry toast an 
butter—"‘but no broiled fish, as is the gener- 
al custom,” he adds. At her evening re- 
ceptions Mrs. Washington offered her guests 
ten and coffee with plum-cake; at 9 she 
warned her visitors that the General kept 
early hours, and after this remark the guests 
had no cholee but todo the same. At these 
enteriainments of hers the President was 
but a guest—without his sword—and found 
it necessary also to retreatin good oruer at 
the word of command. His own receptions 
were for invited guests only, and teok place 
every other week, between 3and4p.m. The 
President stood before the fire-place in full 
black veivet, with his hair powdered and 
gathered into a bac; he wore yellow gloves 
and silver buckles, with a steel-hilted sword 
ina white leather secabbard; he held in his 
hand a cuocked hat with a feather. This is 
the description given by William Sullivan in 
his Familiar Letters on Public Characters, 

If it was the object ofWashington to make 
these vecasiona stiffer than the drawingroums 
of any erowned potentate, he succeeded. 
Naines were announced, gentlemen were 
presented, the President bowed, but never 
~hook bands; at a quarter past three the 
doors were closed, and the visitors formed a 
circle: the President made the circuit, ad- 
dressing afew words tw each; then they 
bowed and retired. It is hard to imagine 
that these mild entertainments could have 
been severely censured as extravagant or 
monarehical; one can better comprehend 
how the censure could be applied to the 
street equipage of the new President, the 
cream-colored carriage] painted in medall- 
ious, sand tae liveries of white turned up 
with green. Yet these were perhaps more 
readiiy recognized as essential to the digaity 
of his station. It was with the desire of 
promoting this dignity. that the Senators of 
the pew pation were anxious to 
give the President aa official title. 
The pran was said to have orig- 
inated with John Adams, who believed 
“splendor and Majesty” tv be important in 
a republic; and there was a joint committee 
of Congress to consider the matter. This 
committee reported against it, but the dis- 
satisded Senate still favaqred a title, as it 
wellmignht, at a time when the Senators 
themseives were habitually called ‘“‘Most 
Honorable.” They proposed to call the 
‘His Highness, the Presi- 
agent of the U.ited Siates of America, and 
Proteeter of their Liberties.”” The House 
objected; the country at large was divided. 
Chief Justice McKean proposed “His Serene 
Highness; somebody else suggested ‘The 
President General;’’ and Governor Sullivan 
thought that “‘His Patriotjc Majesty’’ would 
not be inappropriate, since he represented 
the majesty of the peopie. Washington, 
himself, it is said, favored “His High 
Mightiness,” which was the parpec used by 
the Stadtholder of Holland. It was the 
commons sense of the nation that swept these 
extravagances aside: it was oue of the many 
veecasians in American history when the 
truth of Talleyrana’s saying has been vindi- 
cated, that everybody kuows more than any- 
uudy,.

“AMERICAN SOCIETY. 


A British View of Our Aristocracy of 
Old Families, 
From the Glasgow Herald. 

The social conditiou of America would 
seem to have quite as many paradoxes as are 
said to be characteristic o the oider Europe- 
an civilization. To teil the unini:iated that 
under the Constitution of the United States 
auything other than democratic life could 
exist might cause them to lose faith in the 
general intelligence of him who gave such an 
assurance. It is none the less true, however, 
that aristocracies ot a kind exist there. Won- 
der Was frequently exnressed-at the exiraor- 
dinary receptions given to Lords and other 
titled Visitors to New York, Philadelphia 
and Boston. The ordinary explanation is 
the perfunctory one that the republican free- 
men iike to see specimens of antiquated so- 
ciety as they do fossils or wiid animals from 
distant shores. While tiere may be some- 
thing in this, there is a more human interest 
at work that no political system will wholly 
suppress. ‘he colonisis who refused to be op- 
pressed by the British natien, did not give 
up their loyalty to kuighthood. One of the 
prevalent prides is to be counected with such 
families, and sweet indeed is the unction 
taken to the soul if an ancestor had fought 
under the colors of the tyrannical British 
munarehs. But this section of A inericay ar- 
eee y | hoids a less remarkable piace inan 
that of the Duten stock, of which New York 
is the proud center. That this city was 
once New Aisterdam gives the clew to their 
ciaim, but why or how Holland should 
strengthen a titie to biue biocod may not be 
quite easy to discern. its Republican history 
was always its chief glory, and only when 
some Of its sons came to such countries as 
this they did become tituiariy- remarkabie. 
The Dukeof Portiand, with wide estates in 
the midiands, in Ayrshire, and in Caithness, 
owes his social maguitude nut to the land of 
his Duten ancesiors, but to tue efforts of 
their British descendants. But the Knick- 
erbockers and other families of the same 
origin in America are more exclusive and 
more imitative of patrician extravagances 
tuan if they were of the bivod of Cw ar tum- 
sell. ‘The society journal of New York, The 
Kulckerbovker, uas just been coumpiaining in 
tae iolliest spirit of hauteur that the tip- 
ping Of servants, from a money poiat of 
view, becoines a decided bore, nothin of the 
saiue liberaiity being required elsewhere over 
the worid. 

A more modern form of beggary among 
merely democratic fellows is the cultivation 
ol tue literary Caste, and of this section of 
the community Boston is the Mecca. The 
Ghoice vl autiors lor ivreign puiitical mia- 
isters and consdis, which puzzles the na- 
tions of the vid world, has its explanation in 
the numbers aad furce of those who use the 
peu Ww gain sociai dignity directiy for them- 
selves, oF Vicariously for the mauy who may 
be of their sect thruugh relationships. It is 
notorious that the literary class bave an iin- 
portance greater than has been their jot in 
other couutries. Honor from holding polit- 
icai office, though keenly sought after, has 
pecuilar drawbacks, Members of Congress 
and Senators must contiuuaily be depreci- 
aling aristucratic sentiment, sv tuat pracii- 


cally their seciai position has something of | 


the nature of the dead letter. ‘Tne govern- 
ors of States and territories, with otners 
who get the apvreciated “‘Exceilencies” and 
“Honvrabies,” are in the society sense the 
most envied; though tuey aiso must veil 
their Crests Delure the uatitied Knicxerbock- 
ers of the fifst water. A uvot uusug- 
gestive fact is that these, like te 
great Medicis who fvustered Itaiian art 
to such ajheight in the time of Raphael, 
Angeie, were also of merenant origina, 
aud for exclusiveness those of royal and 
feudal times seem very much indewd their 
seconds. Washingtoa Irv.ng let the iigut 
shineon tuls peculiar stratum of American 
lie; and it only requires time to tind that 
the enthusiasm of aristocracy has living 
foundations among the great peopie of the 
West. The stream of ewigravts that nas con- 
tinually been pouring into the States 
being by the vawre of the case 
avarebic, the true growths of tue 
native origin have not had yet their oppor- 
tunities of showing themselves. ‘Tu tiuvse 
Who can read between the iiues nothing is 
more indicative of the immediate social iu- 
ture than the extracordinary activity" ot such 
men as the late Cui, Chester, to give au an- 
tiquity Of persuns, as it were, to their be- 
loved America. ‘he amount of historical 
and genealogical labor tnat uas been already 
expended on tracing names to Engiand, on 
investizgating every document conuected 
with the great men to the pilgrim fathers, 
and as much earlier as cau be goue, is littie 
short of marveious.

SOUDEKIKIN’S MURDER. 


Why the Russian Colonel Was Hilled 
by the Nihilists, 


Five years ago the name of Capt. Soudei- 
kin, outside his own family and regiment, 
Of plebeian ori- 
gin, and,at the time vf his deatn, still 
young, he owed his rise solely to his own 
strength of will and great natural gifts. The 
new chief was a born moftchard, a detective 
of the stamp of Vidocg or of “Monsieur Le 
cocq,”’ of Gaboriau’s celebrated roman 
His plan was this:Never to arrest aia 
ever dangerous he might be deemed, When 
first. suspected, but to follow him step by 
step and watch him day and night, find ont 
who were his friends, track them in 
the same fashion, and then, at a giveh mo 
ment, grrest them ali—ali but afew, for Seu- 
deikin was too clever at his business not to 
know that if he let one or two conspirators 
escape he might thereby be enabled to make 
fur and possibly still more impurtant 
captures, In 1878 Soudeikin arrested at Kief 
every known or suspected member of the 
revolutionary party. But a few days later 
he set several of his prisoners at liberty, 
ziving the preference to those whe were the 
most compromised and the least prudent. 
These he called “deevys.” The Nihilist? 
called them “db »mbs.” To accomplish his 
purpose he spared neither money, promises, 
pains, nor.jies; and in his own person he 
became almost ubiquiteus. He possessed in 
serfection the art of insinuating himself 
into the confidenee of his prisoners, even of 
those who were most suspicious and always 
on their guard. 

It was resolved some time ago to put am 
end to Col. Soudeikin’s preternatural activ- 
ity. He knew this quite well, and when talke 
ing with imprisoned revolutionists would 
olten laughingly observe that, sooner or 
later, he was sure to be killed, but that he 
would do his best to make it rather later 
than sooner, and it must be admitted that he 
took excellent measures to insure his safety. 
Hie studied the tactics of his enemies aud 
foliowed theirexample. Both tn the mauner 
of his life and the organization of his staff 
Soudelkin imitated the Nihilists. Like a 
veritable “illegal man” he had no fixed habi- 
tation. He lived first in one quarter and then 
in another, and his intimates alone knew his 
true address, which altered continually. Hig 
confidential assistants acted in like manner. 
Like him they moved from piace to plac 
concealed their ideutity under sobriquets an 
nicknames, just as tue Nihilists do, and 
recognized each other by sigus and counter- 
signs. itis evident that the death of a wan 
so bold, so circumsp.ct and cunning, couid 
not possibly have been ceumpassed without 
the connivance of sumebody in the enjoy- 
ment of his fullest confidence,

A GUOSE AND A RABBIT, 


How They Were Prepared as Evidence in ® 


Murder Case. 

A Southern humorist, the author of “Georgia 
Scenes,” maae bis first hit by describing the re- 
markable conduct of a raw farmer's boy who had 
a terrific contest with an unseen foe, and who, 
when discovered by tue humorist, was found 
gouging the eyes out of a helpless man of mud, 
Messrs. Joseph G. Lodge and Joha L. Martin, the 
attorneys, afforded amusement of the same char- 
acter toa party of newspaper men ata down- 
town shooting gallery last guight, altbought the 
object for which the party had been brought to- 


gether had its serious aspect. 

A dressed goose and a dead rabbit were the su- 
pine victims of a felonious attack with a six-shoot- 
er by Mr. Martin, while Mr. Lodge acted the part 
of accessory beth before and after the fact. The 
gentlemen are defending Antonio Derita, who is 
on trial for the murder of the Italian byy Parato. 
The prosecution insist thatthe shot which kuled 
Parato was fired Derita, while the theory of 
the defense is that the wound from which death 
resuited was accidentally inflicted by the boy 
himsel!, and they will atiempt to show that the 
fact that the boy’s shirt and vest were burnt by 
the powder proves that Derita could not bave 
fired the pistol, because he was standipg so tar 
irom the at the moment that if he 
had shot him the flesh surrounding 
the wound would not have been charred. 
Une wituess who claims to have witnessed the 
shooting swore that Derita was standing three 
paces irom Parato wheu be shot bim. By meas- 
urement it was shown that the sliortest tree 
paces would be eighteen inches, Messrs. Lodge 
and Martin therefore determined to find out how 
close 4 pistol inust be held to a cloth, when fired 
in order to setibablaze. If they can prove that 
a pistol expioded ata distance of eighteeu inches 
canuot make a Dilaze they hope to save their 
client. Ajl the preliminaries having been ar- 
ranged, a fat young gvuse Was Wrapped first ina 
bandkerchief that Gid ducy for a shirt apd then in 
a piece of heavy cheviol, which was made to rep- 
resent a vest. The bird was then sus- 
pended from a hook at the rear end of 
the caliery and the nozzie of the pistol carefully 
adjusted ata distance of nine inches. Heid in 
that vosition Mr. Martin pulled the trigger, and 
the ball was buried in the carcass, Not a shade 
of smoke or burut powder were disceruible eituer 
on the gouse or in the cloth. Then the attoruey 
fired into the bird froma distance of six inches. 
This time the expioding powder set fire to the 
cioth and the flesh of tue bird was charred. The 
third shot was fired from a distance of twelve 


}luches and again the cloth took fire. The fourth 


shot, fired at «a distance of elghteeca inches, went 
through the cloth without leaving any other sign 
Of iis passage excepting a hole. The experime.t 
with the rabbit suowed similar réesuits.
